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This is in response to the Requirement for Restriction 
mailed on September 17, 2003. That Restriction divided the 
claims into three claim Groups. Group I contains claims 1-78 
drawn to chimeric hepatitis B proteins and particles comprising 
chimeric hepatitis B proteins. Claim Group II contains claims 
79-97 and 110-115 that are directed to vaccines and methods. 
Claim Group III that contains claims 98-109 is drawn to nucleic 
acids, vectors and host cells. Claim Group I is hereby elected 
without traverse. 

The requested election of claim group has been made. 
It is therefore believed that this application is in condition 
for examination on the merits.
